The arrow' 
went through his body, protrud­ 
ing out his breast. His horse 
was also badly hurt. He got off 
his horse to get a drink from 
a stream and was not able to 
mount again. He crawled until 
he reached the home of C. C. 
Campbell on Mountain Creek. 
He fell in the yard and 
his 
groans were heard by a negro 
who carried him into the house. 
They went for Doctor Mont­ 
gomery who pulled the arrow 
from his body. It is said that 
the doctor drew' a silk hand­ 
kerchief through the wound to 
clean it out Mr. Roch lingered 
between 
life 
and 
death 
for 
davs, but finally recovered. 
He died about 
1902 
and is 
buried in the 
Proctor 
Ceme­ 
tery.

stead of 28 by losing the other 
14 inches to rim off. Too many 
cattle, not enough grass and a 
heavy growth of brush will re­ 
duce rangeland to a desert-like 
condition, Moore said.

Cunningham of

realizes

about it. He rested 495 acres of 
native rangeland in 1965 and 
has rested two pastures con­ 
sisting of 580 acres from May 
to November of this year.

But 
these come on raoidlv and bv 
the time the victim begins to 
realize he has a problem, his 
mind is too foggv to function 
effectively,” he warns.

Check chimnevs and other de­ 
vices where fumes are vented 
to make sure they have not be­ 
come blocked with debris, such 
as bird nests. 
Make sure gas furnaces and

Always sleep with the bed­ 
room window open at least a 
crack to circulate fresh air. 
Never start your car

closed garage for any reason. 
“If you have any indication 
that you may be breathing car­ 
bon monoxide gas, get to fresh
